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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1 , 2 and 1 0-14 drawn to an electronic trip device, classified in class 
361, subclass 97. 

II. Claims 3-9, drawn to a means for displaying with function buttons and 
scrollable menus classified in class 345, subclass 810. 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because modification of a visual aspect of 
a trip curve may accomplished in several ways besides the process of utilizing function 
buttons, shift buttons and scrollable menus set forth by the applicant. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as any graphical user interface for 
programming or modifying a graph ^^al interface. Application specific tailored programs 
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with a keyboard for input and a display provide several exannples (e.g. windows 
programs on a PC, web browsers, PDA's, cell phones etc.). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. A telephone call was made to Roger Parkhurst on 2/22/03 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
